A Letter from Well-Koown 
Hongkong Man. 


We have just beon favoured 
with alotter from Trooper R J. 
Jadah of King Edward’s Light 
Horee, o very well-known and 
popular Hongkong gentleman 
who hes been describing his ex- 
periences in the trenches to bis 
brother, Mr. Jamea Judah,
